With farmers 
awake to the fact that good roads pay and 
with the chamber of commerce, civic clubs, 
the auto club ami the good roads council on 
the job, it is not believed tluit there will be a 
slackening ol the road building movement.

Every important center of 
population in Ohio, save Lima, is indicated as 
possessing a requisite number of improved 
highways, in keeping with the progress ot" road 
building in the state. 


Lima is indicated on the map as the field 


of operation for a big mileage of work in 
1922. 
Much of that program is now under 


•way. We are now making up for lost time. 
The only danger now for the future is that of 
becoming derelict on the job. The spirit of 
"let George do it" must not creep in. The five- 
year program must be carried out; added to if 
possible, rather than being pared down. 


In the past there has been too much 


building of short stretches of road, leaving 
long gaps of almost impassable highways be- 
tween. The gaps are now being closed. Allcn- 
co is 
coining into its own. With farmers 


awake to the fact that good roads pay and 
with the chamber of commerce, civic clubs, 
the auto club and the good roads council on 
the job, it is not believed that there will be a 
slackening 
of the road building movement. 


Allon-co has long had the reputation of pos- 
sessing poor roads. The stigma is being re- 
moved. Public officials who are opposed to 
progress in road work are not representing 
the will of the people.

MERICA'S Iniid in the develop- 


ment of r.'ulio can tip longer 
bo iRnorcrl l>y foreign coun- 


tries. 
They are beginning to sit up 


and take notice. 


Nino months ago. with the excep- 


tion of one daily, newspapers in the 
British Isles seemed to bo decidedly 
;iguinst 
any 
comprehensive- 
radio 


program.; But tho strides made by 
America luivo forced thorn into line. 


Tho British postmaster general is 


iibout to tako up the licensinp; of 
broadcasting stations tliruout Eng- 
land. 


Tho French were more prompt, in 


realizing the potenlinltles of radio 
broadcasting. 
Some time ngo thoy 


initiated a 
program 
which, ultho 


somewhat 
limited, 
'noyert.heless 


broke the ground for more extensive 
developments later on. 


Intense interest in radio broad- 


casting is shown in Holland, Italy, 
.Belgium, 
and 
the 
Scandinavian 


countries. 


Notwithstanding this intfrost, no 


move has yet been made toward the 
adoption of a public broadcasting 
program. 
But there is little doubt 


that such development will come in 
the very near future. 
All the fore- 


most nations of the world soon will 
be listening to radiophone concerts. 


It is now proposed to divide Eng- 


land and Scotland into broadcasting 
ureas of about fiO miles radius cen- 
tering about London. 
Cardiff. Ply- 


mouth, 
Birmingham, 
Manchester, 


Newcastle. Glasgow 
and Aberdeen.
